FULHAM Police Station will 
be sold off in a controversial 
move to create a permanent 
home for a local free school, 
under plans outlined by the 
Mayor of London last week. 

Police resources are to be fo¬ 
cused in Hammersmith as part of a 
wider shake-up of the Met's estate, 
the Chronicle understands. 

Selling the building will clear a 
path for the Fulham Boys School to 
move from its current temporary ac¬ 
commodation on the Gibbs Green 
Estate into a new home on the site 
of the station. 

The school has been based in 
West Kensington since opening its 
doors last year but is expected to 


complete the switch in time for les¬ 
sons to start in September 2017. 

The Met says it is “changing the 
focus” of Fulham’s station, al¬ 
though a front desk access point 
will be retained on the original site. 

It is understood that cash from 
the sale of the station will be rein¬ 
vested in new and improved facili¬ 
ties for the borough, including a 
major “modernisation” of the Ham¬ 
mersmith station. 

Maya Donelan, secretary of the 
Fulham Society, said she was 
shocked by the sudden announce¬ 
ment. 

“My concern is that the people of 
Fulham have not been told anything 
about it,” she said. “There has been 
huge triumphalism that the school 
is coming in but nobody told us that 
our police station was going. I sym¬ 
pathise with the po¬ 
lice because they

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NEW MOVE TO ENSURE HIGHEST STANDARDS AT REGENERATION SITE 


Common objective can be better by design 


THE Old Oak and Park Royal Develop¬ 
ment Corporation has appointed a team 
of design experts to ensure all new de¬ 
velopments on the largest regeneration 
site in London meet the very highest of 
design standards. 

A High Speed 2 and Crossrail interchange is 
due to be built at Old Oak Common in West Lon¬ 
don by 2026, and it will transform one of the 
most inaccessible parts of the capital into a well- 
connected, world-class transport hub, handling 
250,000 passengers a day. 

To maximise this once-in-a-lifetime opportu¬ 
nity, the Mayor of London, Boris Johnson, 
launched the Development Corporation in April 
to drive forward future regeneration and deliver 
up to 25,500 homes and 65,000 jobs. It will look 
to create the standard-bearer for new sustainable 
neighbourhoods, delivering housing and com¬ 
mercial development, creating opportunities for 
local people and driving innovation and growth 
in London and the UK. 

Following a competitive tender process, the

This new group will help to ensure 
that our ambitions to secure world class archi¬ 
tecture and exemplar place-making are re¬ 
alised.” 

Clare Devine, Executive Director of Archi¬ 
tecture, Built Environment and Design at De¬ 
sign Council, said: “We are delighted to 
announce Design Council Cabe’s appointment 
to set up and manage a PLACE Review Group 
for the Old Oak and Park Royal Development 
Corporation. This group will bring together an 
unprecedented breadth of expertise to support 
the OPDC in realising the potential of the most 
significant regeneration project in the UK. Spe¬ 
cialists in public health, inclusion, SMART and 
culture will join experts in planning, built envi¬ 
ronment, and design.

Sammy’s family campaign to 
combat incurable condition

A FULHAM family is lead¬ 
ing a nationwide awareness 
campaign to improve peo¬ 
ple’s understanding of a 
devastating muscle wasting 
condition that affects thou¬ 
sands of children across the 
country. 

Oliver and Trish de Laszlo, 
whose son Sammy was diag¬ 
nosed with Duchenne Muscular 
Dystrophy in 2012, are fronting 
the ‘Bake a Difference’ cam¬ 
paign for the second time this 
year. 

Six-year-old Sammy is one of 
around 2,500 children in the UK 
who are affected by the incurable 
illness. Most living with the con¬ 
dition will require a wheelchair 
by the age of 12 and many will 
not live to see their 30th birthday. 

Sammy currently receives in¬ 
termittent steroid treatment de¬ 
signed to strengthen his muscles 
but he is already adjusting to a 
life of limited mobility. 

The de Laszlo family, who 
live in Parsons Green, started the 
‘Bake a Difference’ initiative 
from scratch last year, raising 
thousands of pounds for Muscu¬ 
lar Dystrophy UK - the condi¬ 
tion’s flagship charity. 

And they are keeping the cam¬ 
paign alive this autumn by en¬ 
couraging families, schools and 
businesses nationwide to host a 
‘Mad Hatters’ tea party to raise 
vital funds for medical research. 

More than 5,000 organisations 
have been approached about the 
event this year and Paralympic 
swimming champion Ollie Hynd 
MBE is also lending his support, 
as part of a wider drive to im¬ 
prove awareness of the condi¬ 
tion. 

Mr de Laszlo, a human re¬ 
sources advisor with the Metro¬ 


politan Police, said organising 
the event had been like working 
a second full-time job but that it 
would be worth the effort if even 
a handful of people were made 
aware of the illness. 

“On the day we were told 
about Sammy’s condition, we 
were in a complete state of 
shock,” he said. “We didn’t think 
enough was being done to raise 
awareness. 

“The reality is that you can 
take 10 people on the street and 
they will all have heard of can¬ 
cer, TB, HIV - but mention mus¬ 
cular dystrophy and they look at 
you blankly. That’s the main rea¬ 
son we are doing this.” 

Mr and Mrs de Laszlo and 
their eldest son Thomas, nine, 
will join Sammy at All Saints 
Primary School on October 9 to 
celebrate their own ‘Mad Hat¬ 
ters’ event, with potentially thou¬ 
sands more cake sales taking 
place up and down the country. 

The family has started with a 
budget of zero but hopes to raise 
huge sums for the charity and is 
urging everyone to play their 
part, no matter how small. 

Mr de Laszlo added: “It’s fair 
to say our lives are a bit of a 
rollercoaster - we have good 
days and bad days. But Sammy 
is very determined. We went to 
Disneyland Paris last weekend 
and he managed to walk for 
about 50 minutes. 

“The reality is that in the fu¬ 
ture he will lose his mobility. We 
cannot stop that and we cannot 
tell when it is going to happen - 
so we have to make the most of 
now. 

“The message we want to send 
is: if you are bom with a condi¬ 
tion like this you can still achieve 
amazing goals. It’s not the end of 
the world.”

Call to support air 
pollution task force 

COMMUNITY members have been 
urged to join a task force set up to 
investigate air pollution in 
Hammersmith and Fulham. 

Councillors set up the air quality 
commission in July following the 
publication of shock figures showing 
that pollution kills more than 200 
people in the borough each year. 

The commission will engage with 
experts and residents over a period of 
six months before making 
recommendations for the council's 
action plan next year. 

Residents are now being encouraged 
to have their say by joining the panel to 
investigate causes, risks and possible 
solutions to the problem. 

Rosemary Pettit, who will chair the 
commission, said:"The commission will 
be looking not only at the available data 
but also at what actions the council, 
business and residents can take to clean 
up our air." 

Research by King's College London 
found that almost one in seven deaths 
in the borough - 15 per cent - is caused 
by air pollution.The proportion of 
deaths in Hammersmith and Fulham 
attributed to poor air quality is among 
the highest in London. 

Low birth rates 

WOMEN in Hammersmith and Fulham 
are having fewer children than other 
parts of London, new research has 
revealed. 

Figures released by the Office for 
National Statistics last week suggest the 
borough is among the capital's least 
fertile locations. On average, 1.37 
children are born for every woman of 
child-bearing age in the borough - one 
of the lowest rates in London. 

The neighbouring borough of 
Kensington and Chelsea recorded a rate 
of 1.31 and in Westminster the rate was 
as low as 1.20. London was found to 
have the lowest overall fertility rates of 
any region but the highest for women 
over the age of 45. 

Playground revamp 

A RUNDOWN playground has been 
reopened to the public following a 
long-awaited revamp. 

The dilapidated court - on the 
Bayonne Estate in Fulham - was 
brought back to life with a range of new 
facilities and games equipment. Brand 
new features include'street snooker' 
and 'street darts', as well as table tennis 
and outdoor gym equipment. 

Hammersmith and Fulham Council 
funded the renovation.

cuts but I do have major concerns about ac¬ 
cessibility. Hammersmith and Fulham is a 
long, thin borough and it is not easy for 
everyone to get to the other station. The 
whole of the Sands End area is very cut off 
and will take a long time on the bus.” 

The Education Funding Agency has 
agreed to buy the police building from 
MOPAC - the Mayor’s Office for Policing 
and Crime - creating 800 new secondary 
school places. The move will help to allevi¬ 
ate the pressure for places at the Church of 
England school, which received 266 appli¬ 
cations for only 120 Year Seven spots last 
year. 

Boris Johnson, the Mayor of London, said 
only 35 per cent of the police station build¬ 
ing was currently in use and that it would 
make an “ideal” home for the school while 
helping to meet the capital-wide demand for 
places. “The new free school will be a real 
community asset, giving 800 more pupils the 
opportunity to have a top-class education 
and I am pleased the site will also continue 
to provide a front-desk policing service for 
the local area,” he said. 

Headteacher Alan Ebenezer welcomed the 


long-awaited announcement and pledged to 
create a “world class” teaching facility. 

“It is the perfect site,” he said. “It is in the 
heart of Fulham, with ample space for the 
school to grow into its sixth form. It is a site 
befitting a school determined to become one 
of the best in the country. I have no doubt, 
given our track record so far, that we will re¬ 
ally push the boundaries in creating our per¬ 
fect site.” 

It is understood the sale of the Fulham sta¬ 
tion will enable the Met to invest in a major 
modernisation programme at Hammersmith 
Police Station, which is being earmarked as 
the future focal point for policing in the bor¬ 
ough. Chief Superintendent Gideon 
Springer, borough commander for Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham, said the force wanted to 
ensure its estate was managed as efficiently 
as possible. He said: “The Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice Service and MOPAC objective is to 
maintain London as the safest global city, en¬ 
sure that the public see police officers on the 
street and are able to access police services 
through the most immediate means possible. 

“Increasingly, as for all public services, 
mobile digital technology and use of the in¬ 
ternet means that our officers do not need to 


be captured within buildings, but can be out 
on the street. In Hammersmith and Fulham, 
as elsewhere in London, we are keen to re¬ 
duce costs by making our estate as efficient 
as possible. These plans will mean that we 
are making significant investment in Ham¬ 
mersmith Police Station and changing the 
focus of Fulham Police Station to make bet¬ 
ter use of that site, whilst retaining the front 
counter.” 

It is not yet clear whether there will be any 
changes to the number of officers provided 
in the borough, with Met management board 
members due to consider proposals for a re¬ 
duction in police community support officers 
at a meeting this week. 

Commander Lucy D’Orsi, who is leading 
the neighbourhood policing project, said: 
“Like local communities we very much 
value PCSOs and their role in community 
engagement - they have been an integral part 
of the Safer Neighbourhoods model from the 
start. However, the financial pressures we 
are facing mean that we have a duty to con¬ 
sider all options available in order to meet 
those challenges and to ensure we deliver a 
quality policing service to London’s commu¬ 
nities.”

Prince and pupils defy bullies

STUDENTS at the Ham¬ 
mersmith Academy say 
they have been inspired to 
stamp out bullying in their 
school following a special 
visit from Prince William. 

Youngsters are planning to 
introduce a series of new anti¬ 
bullying schemes this term after 
the Duke’s words of wisdom 
left a lasting impression. 

Children from several west 
London schools took part in a 
workshop organised by the 
Diana Award - named in mem¬ 
ory of the Prince’s late mother - 
at the academy last week. 

The #Back2School campaign 
is providing training for thou¬ 
sands of students to become 
anti-bullying ambassadors, 
while also helping teachers and 
parents to tackle the problem 
outside of school. 

The Prince laid bare his pas¬ 
sion for the cause during the 
hour-long event, revealing that 
he would turn to his family if he 
ever felt victimised. 

He also spoke about the im¬ 
portance of “communication” as 
an effective way to tackle some 
of the symptoms of bullying.

Computer conman on the run 


POLICE are on the hunt for a laptop fraudster who failed to turn up to 
court for sentencing. 

John Anthony Corrado, 28, pictured, did not appear at West London 
Magistrates' Court on September 15, where he was due to be sentenced 
for five counts of fraud by false representation. Officers from 
Hammersmith and Fulham found that Corrado targeted online sellers of 
MacBook laptops by arranging to pay them in person and then falsifying a 
mobile transaction. He created his own receipts and even made fake calls 
to banks whilst pretending to make transactions. Corrado pleaded guilty 
to the offences after handing himself in at Wandsworth Police Station in 
August. But Corrado failed to show up for sentencing earlier this month 
and Met teams are now seeking to track him down.

Recycling can have its 
rewards, says council 


CASH prizes will be awarded to recyclers in Ful¬ 
ham and Hammersmith as part of a new incen¬ 
tive scheme designed to cut waste collection 
costs and improve the environment. 

‘Golden tickets’ are being sent out to all 
households in the borough with prizes of up to 
£500 up for grabs. 

Hammersmith and Fulham Council is encour¬ 
aging residents to fill in the tickets with their de¬ 
tails and attach it to their clean recycling on 
collection day. Winning tickets will be picked at 
random on Friday October 30, with three subse¬ 
quent draws in December, February and March 
also taking place. 

The scheme is being funded by a central gov¬ 
ernment grant taken from the £11 million Recy¬ 
cling Reward fund.

Tube upgrade signals end of line for 
Crossrail 2 station, claim opponents

THE No Crossrail in Chelsea campaign has 
welcomed the announcement by Transport 
for London to upgrade the signalling on the 
District and Circle lines to increase capac¬ 
ity by 27,000 passengers per hour - and 
says the improvements provide further ev¬ 
idence that Crossrail 2 is not needed in 
Chelsea. 

Capacity on the District and Circle lines will be 
increased by between 30 and 40 per cent as a result 
of increasing the frequency and number of trains, 
ending overcrowding on these two important tube 
lines for Chelsea and South Kensington. This will 
increase capacity by 27,000 passengers per hour 
on the two lines or 486,000 per 18-hour day. 

Chris Lenon, Chairman of the No Crossrail in 
Chelsea campaign, commented: “These improve¬ 
ments further undermine the case for a Crossrail 
station on the King’s Road. Kensington and 
Chelsea council have not publicised this an¬ 
nouncement made on 3 August. They haven’t wel¬ 
comed it despite the obvious benefits for residents 
- why? 

“Is it because this fundamentally undermines 
any transport case for the Crossrail station they 
have been campaigning for, but which local people 
do not need and do not want? 

“Sloane Square currently has a passenger foot¬ 
fall of 52,000 people per weekday. When South 
Kensington’s numbers are added to this the in¬ 
crease in capacity will be equivalent to the passen¬ 
ger numbers that the council are claiming for the 
King’s Road station. Both tube stations will be 
minutes away from the Victoria Crossrail 2 station 

An alternative view 

KENSINGTON and Chelsea Council is a strong 
supporter of Crossrail 2. Here's what the authority 
says... 

High speed London high speed Britain - a 

Crossrail 2 station on the King's Road would 
deliver our residents to Clapham Junction in 
approximately three minutes, connecting them to 
Gatwick and the south of England. Tottenham 
Court Road would be approximately six minutes 
away. From there, Canary Wharf will be only 12 
minutes away; Heathrow just 30 minutes; HS1 and 
HS2 would both be under ten minutes away, at 
the new Euston St Pancras station. 

Transforming public transport - not only would 
Crossrail 2 be great news for long distance 
travellers, it would make a massive difference to 
everyday travel too. Over half of the borough's 
residents do not have a car, very often because 
they cannot afford one. This new station would 
bring 5,000 more Chelsea homes within a ten- 
minute walk of an underground station for the 
first time. Those currently beyond Beaufort Street 
are very poorly served by public transport - even 
Oakley Street is more than ten minutes from 
Sloane Square. A Crossrail 2 station would connect 
those residents to the tube, to the huge number 
of mainline services at Clapham Junction and, as 
mentioned above, it would also connect them 
with Crossrail 1. 

Accessibility - the proposed Crossrail 2 station at 
King's Road would be completely step-free from 
the street to the platforms. This isn't yet the case at 
Sloane Square or at South Kensington. 

Congestion - right now, too much of Chelsea is 
not well served by public transport. For many 
Chelsea residents, Sloane Square is too far away. 
Local buses can be packed, and they can also be 
painfully slow because of our often congested 
roads. We believe a modern, efficient rail service in 
the heart of Chelsea will tempt many from their 
cars. 

Station size Kensington and Chelsea would 
remain the planning authority for the station 
development and the station would therefore 
have to be in keeping with the traditional scale 
and character of this part of the King's Road.

and its interchanges.” 

The No Crossrail in 
Chelsea campaign has also 
called on the council to 
lobby TfL to provide step- 
free access at both Sloane 
Square and South Kensing¬ 
ton underground stations. 

In addition, they have 
written to the nine ward 
councillors for Royal Hospi¬ 
tal, Chelsea Riverside and 
Stanley wards, asking them 
to discuss the proposal with 
local residents and declare 
whether they support the 
proposed King’s Road sta¬ 
tion or oppose it. 

Style icons Nancy Del- 
l’Olio and Nicky Haslam 
have weighed into the battle 
against plans for a Crossrail 
2 station in Chelsea, as they 
played a starring role at a 
glitzy cabaret-cum- 

fundraiser for the No Cross¬ 
rail in Chelsea campaign on 
the King’s Road. 

Dell’Olio and Haslam have 
now joined a swathe of local 
celebrities in opposing the 
current proposals, saying a 
massive new high-capacity 
railway station will destroy 
Chelsea’s unique style and 
charm. 

Italian-British lawyer 
Nancy Dell’Olio, who came 
to public fame as the girl¬ 
friend of former England football manager Sven 
Goran Erikson, told the audience: “Chelsea is one 
of London’s gems. It’s stylish, it’s unique - we 
cannot allow it to be ruined by a ghastly Crossrail 
station that will dwarf all around it. I’ve spent 
many a day strolling the fabulous King’s Road. 
There really is nothing like it. Nobody wants this 
station, nobody wants just another cloned High 
Street. We love the King’s Road how it is - for the 
shopping, for the style, for its charm.” 

Nicky Haslam, the English interior designer, so¬ 
cialite and founder of the London-based interior 
design firm NH Design Inc, which is headquar¬ 
tered in Chelsea, joined Dell’Olio on stage. He 
said: “Chelsea is renowned the world over as 
being a last remaining bastion of a London unlike 
any other, where the traditional, the intimate and 
the contemporary meet in a largely untouched and 
homogenous setting. 

“Does that really need to be swept away, indeed 
willfully destroyed, by this monstrous Crossrail 
station plan? To say nothing of the inevitable ten 
years of dirt, demolition and noise its construction 
will entail, bringing chaos to this unique area 
which is so cherished by residents, small busi¬ 
nesses, church-goers and tourists alike.” 

The event at The Pheasantry, which is one of 
240 listed buildings on the proposed route, was at¬ 
tended by other celebrity supporters, including 
pasta sauce tycoon and television personality Loyd 
Grossman. 

Two children of the makers of Chitty Chitty 
Bang Bang hosted the cabaret. Melinda Hughes, 
daughter of film director Ken Hughes, and Miss 
Hope Springs, played by Ty Jeffries, the son of Li¬ 
onel Jeffries, who played Dick van Dyke’s father 
in the hit 1968 film, joined Dell’Olio, Haslam and 
Grossman for a night of song, dance and humour 
to help publicise their campaign. 

The campaign to stop a Crossrail 2 station being 
built in Chelsea has picked up pace in recent 
weeks, as celebrities Felicity Kendal, Trevor Eve, 
Cherie Lunghi and Sir Alan Parker joined 3,000 
local residents and business owners in calling for 
the plans to be ditched. The group, No Crossrail 
in Chelsea, opposes plans for a Crossrail 2 diver¬ 
sion through Chelsea and wants the route from 



Victoria to Clapham Junction 
to be direct. 

Crossrail stations also have 
retail, office development and 
restaurants. Opponents claim 
such a station would seriously 
damage the streetscape of 
Chelsea, ruining the unique 
charm of the King’s Road and 
its independent businesses, 
creating yet another cloned 
High Street and a disruptive 
nighttime economy. 

Chairman of the No Cross¬ 
rail in Chelsea campaign, local 
resident Chris Lenon, said: 
“Our campaign is sending a 
very simple and clear message 
to the local council, to the 
Mayor of London, Transport 
for London and Crossrail 2. 
Chelsea’s residents and busi¬ 
nesses are not going to go 
down without a fight. We do 
not want and do not need a 
Crossrail station here. 

“Thanks to last night’s 
fundraiser and the grassroots 
support we have attracted, we 
now have a significant war 
chest to fight these propos¬ 
als.” 

A final consultation of 
local residents, businesses 
and stakeholders is due to 
take place in October. A deci¬ 
sion on the final route of 


Crossrail 2 is due to be made following this study. 

If given the go-ahead, station construction 
would take eight years, during which the King’s 
Road will be closed for five years, causing traffic 
congestion on Chelsea Embankment, Fulham 
Road, the roads between and further north. 

Mayor of London, Boris Johnson, has sug¬ 
gested the concerns of Chelsea residents may be 
listened to. He wrote: “There has not been a defi¬ 
nite decision taken on any Crossrail 2 station lo¬ 
cation, and nor will there be until there is a full 
consultation with the public.” 


Axe royal funding: Labour 

THE Kensington group of the Labour Party has 
started a campaign to axe all public funding of 
the Royal Family - and will be pushing the plan 
at the Party’s Conference in Brighton this week, 
writes Geoff Baker. 

The proposal to cut more than £300 million 
in taxpayers’ funding of the monarchy came 
from the architect of Kensington Labour’s Gen¬ 
eral Election campaign, Kensington and Chelsea 
Councillor Emma Dent Coad. 

The local Labour group has adopted “Stop 
Taxpayer Funding of the Monarchy” as its offi¬ 
cial policy. 

“The policy demands an end to the taxpayers’ 
subsidy of a family with several members resid¬ 
ing in Kensington,” said a spokesman. 

Councillor Dent Coad is to speak on the pro¬ 
posal at the Labour Conference, at a fringe meet¬ 
ing organised by the anti-Royalty group, 
Republic.

Mayor urges youngsters to 
join London building boom

THE Mayor of London is urging 
young people to choose a career in 
construction after new research 
showed London building firms needed 
more skilled workers. 

Boris Johnson has joined forces 
with Lloyds Banking Group to launch 
the £1 million Construction Skills 
fund to help provide the capital’s 
homebuilders with the improved 
training they say the industry needs. 

The bank’s research released this 
week reveals that 87 per cent of 
housebuilders in the UK plan to 
increase the size of their workforce 
over the next year, with almost a third 
planning to use apprentices to grow 
their businesses in the next five years. 

The Construction Skills fund, 
launched with Lloyds last Thursday as 
part of its Helping Britain Prosper 
Plan, will aim to address some of the 
acute skills challenges in London’s 
construction sector by boosting the 
training of skilled apprentices. These 
apprentices will play an integral role 
in helping speed up house building in 
London as part of £95.7 billion worth 
of construction projects planned 
across the capital and the South East 
up until 2017, requiring a 20 per cent 
increase in skilled workers. 


Since 2010, the construction sector 
has employed over 5,500 apprentices 
in London, with Crossrail and Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park taking on a 
large number. The Mayor aims to 
significantly increase these numbers 
through his Old Oak and Park Royal 
Development Corporation, which will 
create the UK’s largest construction 
site in north-west London, with the 
ambition to have more apprentices 
than any other site in Europe. 

Over the next 30 years an army of 
apprentice bricklayers, electricians, 
plumbers, plasterers, carpenters, 
scaffolders, site managers and project 


managers are expected to play an 
integral part in building 25,500 homes 
and transport infrastructure in the only 
site where HS2 meets Crossrail. 

As London pushes for greater 
devolved powers, the Mayor is set to 
take over commissioning for skills and 
is working with the Government to 
ensure that businesses are able to fill 
the vacancies that will help the city to 
grow. 

The Mayor said: “With some of the 
biggest infrastructure projects in the 
world taking place in the capital, and 
thousands of new homes being built, 
helping young people into 


construction apprenticeships has never 
been more important. We need to do 
everything in our power to help more 
people access construction 
opportunities and I am working hard 
with the Government to make sure 
that London’s skills system works 
better and harder for the capital.” 

Leigh Ann Smith, a 19-year-old 
bricklayer working on Chobham 
Manor at Queen Elizabeth Olympic 
Park, said: “Having received my 
qualification yesterday, I can now say 
that after two and a half years on some 
great sites, I am a qualified bricklayer. 

“In that time, I have learnt a unique 
set of skills that will set me up for life, 
I’ve met some great people, I’ve built 
up my confidence and I’ve been 
earning money whilst getting a 
qualification that is sought after all 
over London.” 

The announcement comes at a time 
when many house builders report 
difficulties recruiting qualified 
candidates for a range of skilled 
construction jobs. 

Electricians are in the shortest 
supply, according to over a third of the 
house builders in Lloyds Bank’s 
survey. 

Many also reported difficulties 
recruiting site managers, project 
managers, plumbers, carpenters, 
bricklayers, and kitchen fitters. 


Brigade: boozing a 
recipe for disaster 

FIREFIGHTERS are urging Rugby 
World Cup fans to kick their 
drunken cooking into touch and 
try a takeaway instead of risking a 
kitchen fire after too many pints. 

The London Fire Brigade has 
issued the warning following fears 
of fires being started by hungry 
rugby fans who are too drunk to 
cook. 

"With the vast majority of games 
kicking off at 8pm fire chiefs are 
concerned about the knock-on 
effect of cooking late at night after 
a boozy evening in the pub," said 
the brigade. 

"Last year there were around 
seven fires a day caused by 
cooking, with nearly 60 per cent of 
all household fires starting in the 
kitchen. Our drinking stats show 
that two fires a day happen after 
Londoners have been drinking, 
one in four people who die in a fire 
has alcohol in their system, three 
quarters of alcohol related fires are 
caused by cooking under the 
influence and over half of these 
fires happen because someone has 
fallen asleep." 

London Fire Brigade Director of 
Operations Dave Brown said: 
"There will be a scrum at the bar as 
Londoners of all nations go 
straight from work to the pub to 
watch the Rugby World Cup. Our 
research shows cooking after 
having one too many plays a 
massive part in house fires and 
sadly, one in every four fire deaths 
involves alcohol. 

"If people cook under the 
influence of alcohol they could be 
putting themselves and the people 
they love in danger. Try a takeaway 
instead and avoid our chariots 
being sent to a dangerous cooking 
fire." 

Do we care they 
think we’re rude? 

MAYBE it's because we're 
Londoners that millions of Brits 
hate us for being so rude. 

A new survey of what the rest of 
Britain loves and hates about the 
capital has revealed that people 
living elsewhere in the UK- 
especially the Scots - rate 
Londoners as being far too bad- 
mannered. 

When asked what they most 
disliked about London, almost a 
quarter of Brits said Londoners 
needed a lesson in manners. 

But most Brits said what they 
hated about the capital was the 
soaring price of coming here, with 
38 per cent saying the cost of 
public transport, eating out and 
the general cost of London living 
was their biggest gripe. 

In the research, conducted by 
Unit One Architects, bad manners 
attracted 24 per cent of the total 
votes - with 36 per cent of Scottish 
participants pegging rudeness to 
be the thing they dislike most 
about London. 

Queues and public transport 
were also popular answers, coming 
in neck and neck with around 10 
per cent of the votes apiece. 

But it seems not all love for 
London is lost - with diversity, 
shopping and entertainment 
among the main reasons people 
continue to swarm to the 
capital. 
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Make our capital 
car-free for a day 



ACROSS the world, major 
cities are taking innovative and 
exciting steps to deal with 
pollution. 

A few days ago Paris 
celebrated its streets with a car- 
free day, showing what is 
possible with imagination and 
political will. Other cities, 
including New York, Bogota 
and Jakarta, have similar 
celebrations where the streets 
are opened for people to enjoy, 
and to show that city centres 
can be healthier, more 
enjoyable places to be. 

London needs a radical 
rethink of the way it manages 
its streets, and initiatives like 
this would be an excellent start. 
We cannot continue with an 
approach that leaves our city 
with such heavily polluted air 
and some of the worst 
congestion levels in Europe. 

The Mayor, and whoever 
replaces him, should show 
leadership. As well as 
temporary celebrations, we 
need to see some permanent 
changes, such as 

pedestrianising Oxford Street 
and at the same time making 
our neighbourhoods great 
places to walk in. We hope that 
our city’s leaders champion 
this. 

At the same time, a think- 
tank has warned that the NHS is 
suffering its “hardest decade 
ever”. As our lives become 
more inactive, we are growing 
unhealthier and continuing to 
place a strain on our health 
service. The focus needs to be 
on prevention. 

An easy solution to our 
sedentary lifestyle is getting 
more people walking yet the 
recent National Travel Survey 
results revealed that over one in 
five people hadn’t walked for 
20 minutes at all within the last 
year. Walking is free, accessible 
to all and can be easily slotted 
into everyday life. It is good for 
our mental health and can 
prevent chronic illnesses such 
as heart disease and diabetes. 

The Government Spending 
Review needs to focus on 
prevention measures as well as 
the immediate NHS needs. 

Most of us say we’d walk 
more if it was safer, more 
attractive or more convenient. 
We need to make sure it is so 
that more people start walking 
and feeling the lifelong 
physical, social, mental and 
practical benefits it brings.

Regeneration im¬ 
plications 

WHILE I agree with Cllr Paget- 
Brown’s concerns about “self- 
styled tribunes of the people” 
(September 24), he is not being 
completely open about the po¬ 
tential “social cleansing” of 
parts of North Kensington. 

He correctly asserts that all 
council tenants with a secure 
tenancy can expect to be re¬ 
housed in a superb new home 
on the same terms as their old 
flat when their estate is regen¬ 
erated. Indeed, this has already 
happened at the Silchester 
Garages development by 
Peabody. The only change to 
the terms of those tenants is that 
their council tax bill has soared 
because new flats are taxed at 
the current and not the historic 
assessment. 

However, demolition and re¬ 
generation of council estates af¬ 
fects many other residents as 
well. Leaseholders may - and I 
stress “may” - be able to buy a 
new flat in the redeveloped es¬ 
tate with the assistance of coun¬ 
cil-funded shared equity, since 
the new flat will cost a lot more 
than the price they will receive 
for their existing home. 

However, this shared equity 
will have to be repaid when the 
leaseholder sells the flat or dies. 
Many of these leaseholders are 
older people who bought their 
homes in good faith under Mrs 
Thatcher’s original right-to-buy 
scheme. At that time they were 
assured that they would be able 
to leave their flat to their chil¬ 
dren and that this was one of the 
benefits of the evolving “prop¬ 
erty owning democracy”. 

Sadly, they will not now be 
able to leave their home to then- 
children unless those children 
have enough money to buy out 
the council’s shared equity con¬ 
tribution. 

There are other long-term 
residents who will also be af¬ 
fected. Many leasehold flats 


have been sold on and have be¬ 
come buy-to-let dwellings. A lot 
of people who rent these flats 
from the new leaseholder are 
also long-term residents of the 
estate and make a significant 
contribution to their local com¬ 
munity. 

However, there is no 
prospect at the moment for 
them to remain within that com¬ 
munity. Labour councillors will 
be making the case for their sit¬ 
uation in the coming months. 

Some of these buy-to-let flats 
are also used by the council as 
temporary accommodation for 
homeless households. Again, 
there is no information about 
what will happen to these fami¬ 
lies once their homes are de¬ 
molished. 

Finally, the council has given 
no commitment yet as to 
whether all the existing units 
built for social rent will be re¬ 
placed on a like-for-like basis, 
including all the leasehold 
units. If this does not happen, 
then the number of council ten¬ 
ants will inevitably reduce. 

The regenerated estates will 
also include new homes to be 
sold on the open market or 
rented out to people earning up 
to £85,000 pa. Consequently, by 
developing these “mixed com¬ 
munities”, the nature of the es¬ 
tates will fundamentally change 
as well. We would like to hear 
Cllr Paget-Brown’s justification 
for his claim that this does not 
equate to a form of “social 
cleansing”.

BRITAIN’S first foodbank for 
fathers will open in Kensington 
High Street on Friday - to help 
the many local dads who are 
going hungry every week in 
order to feed their children. 

The foodbank is being 
launched by the Dads House 
charity, which is also offering a 
community base and social cen¬ 
tre for fathers who are struggling 
to bring up a family on their 
own. 

“There is a crying need for 
this new project, many fathers 
are going hungry once or twice 
a week so that they can give 
what little food they have to 
their kids,” said Dads House 
chief executive Billy Mc- 
granaghan. 


“A lot of dads are struggling 
to make do and many of them 
find that they have no cash to 
provide meals for their children, 
they need help.” 

Dads House says there are 
584 male lone parent households 
in Kensington and Chelsea, 503 
in Westminster, 157 in Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham and 16,473 
across London. In addition, 
there are more than 180,000 
lonely fathers in the capital who 
are living without their children.

Positive moves that 
will combat isolation 


H AVE you ever had that moment 
when you look in the mirror and 
see your father looking back at 

you? 

Only it’s not, it’s you. And along with the 
realisation that ‘yes, you do look like the old 
fellow’, you twig that crikey, this means 
you’re getting older and how did that happen? 

I’ve celebrated enough birthdays so I 
shouldn’t be surprised that I’m not getting 
any younger and that inevitably, within this 
decade, I will join the 6.8 million men aged 
60 years and over. 

In fact, within 15 years, it is forecast that 
there will be 9.6 million men aged over 60 in 
the UK, according to a report from the Inter¬ 
national Longevity Centre UK and Independ¬ 
ent Age. 

The issue facing charities and councils like 
this one is how to reach and engage with this 
growing group of older men, especially those 
at risk of loneliness and isolation. 

It is an issue that we have been tackling 
over the past year and are highlighting this 
autumn in our Silver Sunday programme, 
which features activities, most of them free, 
for men and women over 65 years. 

And for the first time, this year there are a 
number of men-only activities. These include: 
men’s space meet-up and social, gym ses¬ 
sions, digital photography, music and walking 
football. 

The concept of men-only groups started in 
Australia in the 1990s with the ‘men in sheds’ 
projects. In this borough, the groups have 
been running since May 2014 and are, ac¬ 
cording to Open Age, useful for building con¬ 


fidence as the majority of men who take part 
are single or widowed and used to male-dom¬ 
inated working environments, such as the 
construction industry and the army. 

Interestingly, when interviewed most of the 
men say they don’t just want men-only activ¬ 
ities, but can find it difficult to join or ‘break 
into’ activities when the women using their 
service have already established their own 
group of friends. 

Open Age believes that the men-only ac¬ 
tivities will provide a bridge to more main¬ 
stream services as people become more 
confident and make new connections. 

Anyway, with more than 80 Silver Sunday 
activities from Monday 28 September until 
Friday 9 October, there will be plenty of new 
things to try. 

As well as events geared just for men, there 
are activities aimed at the housebound which 
include phone clubs, creative writing classes 
and discussion groups. 

There is also a range of sporting and phys¬ 
ical activities such as swimming, Pilates and 
yoga; creative activities including drawing 
and painting and opportunities to study phi¬ 
losophy, French, and English Literature. 

Finally, although I’ve gone on about the 
importance of men-only activities, I should 
point out that there will also be events for 
women only. We don’t like to leave anyone 
out in Kensington and Chelsea!

TEN London teenagers have 
been saved from the lure of 
ISIS terrorists by a ground¬ 
breaking initiative which 
was born here in the capi¬ 
tal - and which is now to go 
global with the backing of 
President Obama. 

The world’s most powerful 
man has asked for a personal 
briefing with the team behind a 
masterplan for an international 
football-based programme to stop 
young people becoming radi¬ 
calised, turning to terrorism and 
joining gangs, which will be 
launched in Parliament Square on 
October 12. 

The Football For Unity project, 
created by two local visionaries 
from a small office in Kensington 
High Street, is exploding into a 
worldwide movement supported 
by some of the heaviest-hitters in 
soccer and business and other 
world leaders. 

The Queen, Pope Francis, 
Britain’s Chief Rabbi, the Indian 
Government, the Dean of West¬ 
minster, British leaders of Hindu, 
Muslim and Sikh faiths and the 
Mayor of London are among the 
growing team of supporters of 
The Unity of Faiths Foundation 
[TUFF], the West London charity 
powerhouse behind the football 
scheme. 

Now Atletico Madrid, Real 
Madrid, business giants Forbes, 
the Russian Football Federation, 
London Mayor contender and 
England international Sol Camp¬ 
bell, the Russian ambassador to 
the UK and the co-owner of Ar¬ 
senal FC, Alisher Usmanov, are 
backing a global expansion of 
TUFF’s soccer project which is 
preventing the radicalisation of 
young Londoners. 

The scheme to get young peo¬ 
ple from different faiths to lose 
their rivalries by playing football 
together was launched just over a 
year ago by the founders of 
TUFF, Kensington social psy¬ 
chologist Dr Shamender Talwar 
and former Mayfair antiques 
dealer Anna Prior. 

They were first approached by 
14 children of different religious 
and cultural backgrounds, mostly 
from low income families in 
Southall, who wanted to put a 
side together and find training fa¬ 
cilities safer than the make-do 
concrete pitches they were using. 

Dr Talwar and Ms Prior organ¬ 
ised proper astro turf pitches and 
professional coaches for the 
teenagers and now TUFF FC has 
140 players from all over West 
London, four main teams includ¬ 
ing a girls’ team, and is compet¬ 
ing in the London FA league. 

More importantly, through uni¬ 
fying teenagers from previously- 
opposing cultures and religions to 
share a love of football and play 
as teams, TUFF FC has stopped 
young Muslims leaving home to 
join ISIS in Syria. 

“We have already prevented 10 
teenagers from going to join ISIS 
in Syria,” said Dr Talwar. 
“Through social media the Is¬ 
lamic radical groomers target 
youngsters and play on their 


sense of identity, sowing doubt in 
their minds with questions of are 
they Muslim or are they British? 

“But we remove the doubt by 
working closely with our young¬ 
sters and earn their trust. We 
make it clear in everything that 
we do that their identity is British 
and football is a great way of 
doing this. Football breaks down 
barriers, brings people together 
and is a fantastic way to learn 
about British history and culture. 
What could be more British than 
playing football? 

“Kids who had been ap¬ 
proached on social media came to 
me and said ‘doctor, I’ve got a 
situation. With them being Mus¬ 
lim and finding out that other 
Muslims were increasingly going 
to Syria they were getting lured 
into that. But by speaking to them 
and encouraging them to play in 
the teams we gave them a sense 
of direction and positivity, we 
have been successful in turning 
youngsters away from the airport.

Basically we’ve said ‘there’s the 
gate to the airport and over here 
is the gate to Stamford Bridge, 
where would you prefer to go? 

“Children from different cul¬ 
tures, backgrounds, religions and 
communities have come together 
to play together and basically 
have a camaraderie where they 
feel welcome as one family at 
TUFF FC.” 

Dr Talwar and Ms Prior are 
now to expand the scheme across 
England and worldwide because 
they believe it will work to dis¬ 
suade other youngsters who are in 
danger of being radicalised. 

“We identified 10 who would 
have gone to Syria but I think 
there are thousands more who are 
also at risk in England,” he said. 

“By speaking to our kids we 


realised that this is not just a proj¬ 
ect for community cohesion in 
West London. We want to put this 
template out there for every town 
in the country and to take it glob¬ 
ally. This template works. I don’t 
see another template that has 
worked as successfully anywhere 
else.” 

One TUFF FC player who was 
approached by Islamic radicals 
on social media is 15-year-old 
Iqra Ismail. She was asked to pro¬ 
mote Isis to her friends and com¬ 
munity and it was suggested to 
her that she could go to Syria and 
become a jihadi bride. But in¬ 
stead she went to football training 
and told Dr Talwar about her 
problem. 

She told The Guardian. “I felt 
very confused and scared. I just 
wanted to know more about what 
was going on in Syria because it’s 
in the news all the time. I couldn’t 
understand how I got caught up 
talking to people who I didn’t 
know and was being asked to do 
things that I didn’t want to do. 
They were trying to brainwash 
me. I know a lot of Muslim girls 
who have been the target of radi¬ 
cal grooming. One of the main 
problems is that they keep it se¬ 
cret because they don’t have any¬ 
where to go to talk about it. They 
are already mixed up about their 
identity and a lot of confusion 
sets in. It’s really important to 
have someone you can trust and 
be open with. 

“I was born in London, but al¬ 
ways thought of myself as Mus¬ 
lim or Somalian. But because of 
TUFF I know I’m British.” 

Recently the TUFF FC project 
came to the attention of President 
Obama, who has written to Dr 
Talwar to invite him and the 
young players to meet him at The 
White House so that he can leam 
more about the scheme to see 
how it will now work in the USA. 

The President wrote: “I con¬ 
gratulate you all for trying to 
make positive changes and to put 
a smile on all the citizens of the 
world. It will be a pleasure to 
meet you all at The White House 
in the near future.” 

Dr Talwar said: “President 
Obama has come behind this 
scheme because it will work in 
America as well as it has here. 

“Being a visionary, Obama can 
see that it’s not just about the 


football but also there is an ethos 
behind it, not just of a unity of 
faiths but of having faith in each 
other as human beings. 

“Young people’s faith in foot¬ 
ball is stopping the radicalisation. 
So far it has worked not just with 
one person but with 10. And if we 
are given the means to take it to 
other parts of the country and ex¬ 
pand it around the world I gen¬ 
uinely believe it will work there 
too. Obama realises that some¬ 
thing like this is crucial for world 
unity and peace will come of that 
unity. I think Obama sensed that 
immediately. But we were totally 
taken aback when he came on¬ 
board.” 

Now TUFF FC is working out 
how to afford to get to The White 
House and they may be approach¬ 
ing Sir Richard Branson’s Virgin 
airline - as Dr Talwar intends to 
take all of the players to meet and 
brief The President. 

“We’re waiting for The White 
House to give us a date and we 
will be taking all of the kids. He 
said he wanted to meet us all, so 
I’m not going to leave anybody be¬ 
hind - that means taking 130 kids. 
I’ve no idea how we’re going to do 
it but we will,” said Dr Talwar. 

Besides protecting youngsters 
against radicalisation, TUFF FC 
has also had success in breaking 
down the bitter rivalries that exist 
across London in the gang culture. 


“We’ve had rival gang members 
who were knives drawn at each 
other before they joined us,” said 
Dr Talwar. “But because of what 
we’ve done to bring them together 
those gang rivals are now playing 
together in the same football 
team.” 

On October 12 in Parliament 
Square the example of TUFF FC 
will be launched as a worldwide 
project, Football For Unity. 

Dr Talwar said: “Ambassadors 
from Mexico, Argentina and Rus¬ 
sia are coming to the launch along 
with the Dean of Westminster, 
Britain’s Chief Rabbi and leaders 
of all other faiths, because they all 
believe that Football For Unity is 
what is required right now. What 
was a good idea of a year ago has 
become a complete necessity now. 

“Football For Unity projects 
will be set up worldwide, scaling 
up from successful existing proj¬ 
ects in the UK, Spain, the USA and 
Mexico, to provide structured 
games, training, facilities and 
health awareness education. This 
will be targeted on groups of 
young people from diverse local 
communities who can benefit from 
improved integration through 
sport. Through Football For Unity 
an environment is created where 
each child has the opportunity to 
play and study football, regardless 
of his or her background. Partici¬ 
pants are provided with a positive 


platform on which they can ex¬ 
press their aspirations and connect 
with fellow pupils from different 
backgrounds, thereby creating 
unity within local communities. In 
the process they are given the op¬ 
portunity to develop their own 
voice. Lack of education and igno¬ 
rance creates barriers. Many are 
burdened with prejudices against 
black, Asian or white people; 
against Muslims, Hindus, Jews or 
Christians; against the poor or the 
rich; the slow or the clever; the 
skinny or the obese; the disabled, 
the homeless, the jobless. Hatred 
of anyone who is different has no 
place in our new global commu¬ 
nity. Knowledge is key to tackling 
hatred and education is at the heart 
of Football For Unity. 

“Football for Unity is also about 
service to community. It is noble 
to lead by example and it is every 
person’s duty and responsibility to 
contribute to their community. By 
creating links and friendships be¬ 
tween neighbours of different 
backgrounds within local commu¬ 
nities, the programme helps to cre¬ 
ate a more harmonious, united 
community and paves he way for 
all sorts of future co-operation on 
social action projects.” 

Dr Talwar said he is seeking the 
support of the FA and the Prime 
Minster, both who have been in¬ 
vited to attend the launch of the 
TUFF FC scheme going global. 
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£2.5 million will 
help thousands 
give sport a go

TENS of thousands of Londoners 
will have the chance to get active 
and take part in sports 
programmes across the capital 
thanks to an additional £2.5 
million investment announced by 
the Mayor of London. 

Boris Johnson has launched a new 
fund to help sports clubs in the capital 
thrive and has extended two successful 
schemes that are already encouraging 
people of all ages to get into the 
sporting habit. 

The three different rounds of funding 
launched are: 

■ Club Works - £1.35m fund to boost 
300 sports clubs and organisations and 
help them build for the future. 

■ Mayor’s Sports Participation 
Fund - £lm investment to encourage 
Londoners to take part in sport and 
physical activity. 

■ FreeSport (in association with 
Coca-Cola Zero ParkLives) - £200,000 
which allows youth groups and 
community organisations to apply for 
grants to run free sports activities. 

All three schemes are part of the 
Mayor’s £25m Sports Legacy 
Programme, which is helping to create 
opportunities for people to get active by 
investing in sporting projects across 
every London borough. 

Mr Johnson said: “My Sports Legacy 
Programme has already benefitted more 
than 400,000 Londoners and I hope this 
additional funding will strengthen clubs 
across the capital with the ultimate aim 
of increasing further the number of 


Londoners who play sport regularly. 
There is no doubt grassroots sport plays 
an important part of our communities, 
offering an opportunity for all to learn 
new skills, get active and stay healthy. 

“We want this investment to ensure 
London continues to be the region with 
the highest participation rates in the 
country.” 

The brand new ClubWorks scheme, 
which is to be delivered by London 
Sport, will strengthen 300 sports clubs 
and groups in London over the next 
three years so they can develop a strong 
base of trained coaches and volunteers, 
ensure they are sustainable and 
attractive to funders and ultimately 
increase participation at their clubs. The 
scheme is being rolled out by the Mayor 
as the successor to his Sports Legacy 
Skills Fund, which helped train 13,000 
coaches and officials across the capital. 

A pilot group of 25 clubs have 
already been selected to kick-start the 
programme and have begun working 
with London Sport to identify a tailored 
package of support they will receive. 

Grants of up to £175,000 are also 
now available for London-wide projects 
as part of the Mayor’s Sports 
Participation Fund, which aims to get 
more Londoners taking part in sport 
through the provision of two-year long 
sports participation projects. 

This is targeted investment to support 
initiatives that aim to engage with two 
specific under-represented demographic 
groups: women and girls, and people 
over the age of 40. Since 2009, more 
than 290,000 Londoners have 
participated in 44 projects funded 
through the Mayor’s Sports 
Participation Fund, with activities 
ranging from athletics to 
zumba. 

The third round of 
funding open this week is 
FreeSport, which will see 
around 150 projects across 
London receive grants of up 
to £1,500. 

FreeSport, in association 
with Coca-Cola Zero 
ParkLives, aims to work 
with community groups and 
clubs to help encourage 
people to take part in sport 
and provide more than six 
hours of free sports coaching 
to thousands of Londoners. 
This latest funding round is 
targeting organisations that 
do not traditionally engage 
in sport but would like to 
trial sports programmes, 
with activities to run from 
January to April next year. 
So far 75,000 Londoners 
have taken part in over 1,500 
FreeSport projects. 

Kate Hoey MP, the 
Mayor’s Sports 

Commissioner, said: “These 
three programmes are an 
exciting opportunity for 
sports clubs and community 
groups of all shapes and 
sizes to get the support they 
need to get more Londoners 
active.”

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Carnival future in question 

Police chief tells council he ‘lacks confidence’ in their organisation of Notting Hall parade

SCOTLAND Yard chief Sir 
Bernard Hogan-Howe has criti¬ 
cised Kensington and Chelsea Bor¬ 
ough Council over its organising of 
the Notting Hill Carnival - raising 
questions of whether the histori¬ 
cally crime-rife Bank Holiday 
Monday parade should be axed. 

The Met Commissioner said he will be 
writing to the council “to indicate our 
lack of confidence in the quality of the or¬ 
ganisation” and to express his fears for 
public safety in the current running of 
Carnival. 

Briefing the GLA’s Police and Crime 
Committee on the Carnival last week, Sir 
Bernard spelled out a series of police con¬ 
cerns over the running of the event, for 
which Kensington and Chelsea Council is 
chiefly responsible as the main licensing 
authority. 

Sir Bernard said more than 400 arrests 
were made at this year’s Carnival - the 
highest figure in a decade - and the total 
number of crimes recorded had risen to 
683, from 620 last year. A further 143 ar¬ 
rests were made across London in the 
week before Carnival in a series of 
swoops designed to seize potential trou¬ 
blemakers. 

In one of the Carnival incidents a po¬ 
lice officer was stabbed and the Met chief 
said he was “disappointed” that the 17- 
year-old youth responsible had only been 
given a six-month prison sentence. 

Sir Bernard is facing having to make 
more cuts in the Met budget which are ex¬ 
pected to be around £800 million. He 
warned the committee that due to the 
coming cuts next year the Met may not be 
able to police Carnival at the same level 
as this year - where 7,000 officers were 
on duty on the Bank Holiday, a quarter of 
the total strength of the force - as policing 
the event on a bank holiday causes huge 
extra costs as the officers have to receive 
double pay. 

A key part of the police problem at 
Carnival is organisers not providing 
enough stewards. Although the GLA pro¬ 
vides funds for 1,000 stewards, on the day 
only half that number turned up - mean¬ 
ing that the Met had to take on stewarding 
duties instead of concentrating on their 
policing role. 

He told the committee: “My major 


concern is that it could be better organised 
and in fact I will be writing to the local 
borough to advise them that we expect 
more action to be taken in the future to 
get better organisation - not least because 
I am not sure that we’re going to have that 
many officers to police it next year. Fi¬ 
nancially it’s a real burden because it cost 
over £6 million, and every time some¬ 
thing takes place over a bank holiday we 
have a significant cost. 

“So for reasons of organisation and 
minimising risk, for reasons that obvi¬ 
ously we want to make it a great event, 
we expect to see better organisation by 
the organisers to reduce the number of 
police who get involved with stewarding, 
not in policing.” 

Sir Bernard said: “It [organising Car¬ 
nival] could be done better. It’s got to be 


more professional. It’s a massive event, 
with over a million people going, and the 
organisers have a professional responsi¬ 
bility for the people who go there - that’s 
got to be far better organised.” 

He added: “They do their best but this 
costs money and that money will have to 
be found. I don’t think that the substitute 
factor should be the police, because we 
cannot take the responsibility of the or¬ 
ganisers, we can’t mitigate the risks that 
we see. We are writing formally to the 
local authority, because they have licens¬ 
ing responsibilities, to indicate our lack 
of confidence at the moment in the qual¬ 
ity of the organisation which is leading to 
policing having to fill the gap. We cannot 
take responsibility for the event. 

“This is quite a different approach, in 
part driven by finance and in part by my 


own experience. Every Monday while 
I’ve been here I’ve always gone to Not¬ 
ting Hill Carnival on that day, and it’s not 
improving in terms of its organisation. 
There’s some fantastic people having a 
great time, but the risks remain.” 

Sir Bernard was pressed on his fears by 
committee member Andrew Dismore, the 
GLA member for Barnet and Camden. 

Mr Dismore said: “You’re raising the 
need for tougher licensing from Kensing¬ 
ton and Chelsea as the lead borough, what 
happens if they don’t get into this tougher 
licensing because of course local author¬ 
ities are subject to financial pressures as 
well?” 

The Met chief replied: “It’s their legal 
responsibility for which they have to take 
accountability.” 

Mr Dismore said: “So what you’re say¬ 
ing to them is you’ve got to toughen up 
the licensing or what?” 

Sir Bernard said: “It’s not my job to say 
or what, it’s their job to decide what 
they’re going to do about it.” 

He added: “We’ve been talking to them 
for many years about trying to get im¬ 
provements and my judgement is that it 
is producing limited effect. The risk to 
public safety remains and we cannot con¬ 
tinue to provide policing at that level, to 
provide the mitigation. And I can’t take 
any responsibility for the safety of the 
people there. 

“We’ve spent an hour here talking 
about our financial situation, this is one 
of the big things. You’ve identified that 
we provided 7,000 officers, a quarter of 
what we have, and we cannot continue in 
the same way. So this is the time to draw 
a line.” 

The Deputy Mayor for Policing and 
Crime in London, Stephen Greenhalgh, 
said: “The GLA provides funding for 
stewarding and my briefing was for 
around 1,000 stewards. But on the day it’s 
far fewer than that, it’s around 500.” 

Mr Dismore asked Sir Bernard if he 
was suggesting that more civilian stew¬ 
ards were needed and the Met chief 
replied by raising questions over whether 
Carnival’s current programme of parades 
on the Sunday and Bank Holiday Monday 
should be changed, and whether a new 
route should be found. In the past there 
have been suggestions that Carnival is 
taken away from Notting Hill and staged 
in Hyde Park instead. 

Sir Bernard said: “The licensing 
arrangements are about when does it hap¬ 
pen? The licensing arrangements are 


about where does it happen? When does 
it start? These are the sort of things that 
have a major impact. 

“If it continues on a Bank Holiday, 
there is a financial consequence. 

“The Carnival has a great tradition but 
it also has great responsibilities and we’re 
trying to draw that to a head to make sure 
that everybody involved with all their 
powers considers their joint responsibili¬ 
ties as well as we our own.” 

Mr Dismore said: “Are you saying that 
you want to see a different route and a dif¬ 
ferent weekend for it?” 

Sir Bernard replied: “We’ve talked in 
the past about different routes and we’ve 
talked in the past about the option of it not 
being on the bank holiday. Of course peo¬ 
ple who hold festivals want to them over 
a bank holiday but we as public servants 
say we haven’t got the money to do it. 

“We’ve got to look at all the options as 
they have as a local authority, given their 
financial constraints, and I think we just 
need to consider it seriously.” 

Asked what alternative route for the 
Carnival he would prefer, the Met chief 
said he “couldn’t get into that” as he first 
had to write to Kensington and Chelsea 
Council, who share responsibilities for 
Carnival with Westminster City Council. 

“We are writing to them about our con¬ 
cerns and we will then discuss with them 
in a partnership way how that might 
change in this coming year.” 

Sir Bernard’s concerns were echoed at 
the meeting by Deputy Mayor for Polic¬ 
ing Stephen Greenhalgh. 

He said: “The reality is that you’ve got 
police as a public organisation with huge 
financial pressures, you’ve got two local 
authorities that have gone through auster¬ 
ity since 2010 and you’ve got the GLA 
that has its pressures as well. I haven’t 
seen, and the Mayor hasn’t led me to be¬ 
lieve, that there’s a place where there’s a 
huge pot of money to pay for more stew¬ 
ards. This is a fantastically-important part 
of the cultural calendar but we want it to 
be safe and we want it to be something 
that people can enjoy, but the number of 
arrests over two days is extremely high 
and the level of crime has gone up. 

“We want a safe Carnival and one that 
has a secure future and I at the moment 
think that an event which is under-stew- 
arded and over-policed is something that 
needs to change.” 

Kensington and Chelsea Council did 
not respond to a request for its comments 
on the Met’s concerns. 


Nightmare scenario if we cancel it, warns councillor 


COUNCILLOR Pat Mason, the 
chairman of Kensington and Chelsea’s 
Cabinet and Corporate Scrutiny 
Committee, which also acts as the 
Crime & Disorder Committee, has 
defended Carnival in a letter to the Met 
chief. 

He wrote: “I have read your 
comments about concerns over the 
stewarding and management of the 
Carnival, about the crime numbers on 
this year’s event, that 7,000 officers 
cannot continue to be provided to 
police the two-day event that you state 
costs £6 million. You are reported as 
saying that the police can no longer 
take responsibility for the safety of 
carnival-goers, and that RBKC should 
consider moving the “party”, to Hyde 
Park for example, holding it on a 
different weekend or reducing it from 
two days to one day. 

“I, and no doubt the council Cabinet 
too, share your concerns about the 
management and stewarding of the 
Carnival that has been a historical 
problem partly resulting from the often 
disjointed policies and decisions over 


the years by RBKC and the Mayor’s 
Office on what the structure of 
management and governance should 
be, as well as the lack of funds to train 
or hire sufficient numbers of stewards 
and to pay for the operation of the 
necessary carnival organisation. 

“I am well aware that your current 
views on Carnival are informed by the 
expected £800 million cut from 2016 to 
the Metropolitan Police budget in the 
government’s upcoming spending 
review. And this on top of the already 
implemented £500 million-plus of 
policing cuts. I am also aware that a 
former senior police officer has been 
engaged to produce a plan designed to 
remove all or most officers from the 
carnival over a three-year period. 

These would apparently be replaced by 
a larger number of professional 
stewards. 

“No one is happy, least of all me who 
has attended 37 carnivals - 25 as a 
Carnival adviser to the police - if 
officers or carnival-goers are injured, 
but the assertion that crime levels at 
Carnival are worse now than in the past 


surely cannot be supported by the 
facts. In 2002 there were two murders 
at Carnival and several people were 
stabbed, there has been gunfire in the 
past, and 10 to 12 years ago dozens of 
gangs used to stream through the 
Carnival in their hundreds, robbing and 
assaulting police officers and carnival- 
goers. There were several mass riots 
during the past 25 years. Thankfully 
these are now a thing of the past. 

“I would suggest that this changed 
atmosphere at Carnival is the result of 
year-on-year improved management 
and support given to carnival from the 
Royal Borough and our officers - we 
had over 70 officers working on 
Carnival this year - as well as the pre 
and during carnival policing and 
community relations initiatives 
introduced by the Metropolitan Police 
under previous Police Commissioners. 

“The carnival is not a party, as you 
described it. It was born from the Afro 
Caribbean community’s experience 
during the 1958 race riots when they 
were attacked on the streets and in 
their homes by gangs of white racists 


that the police of the day did little or 
nothing to stop. This culminated in the 
murder of Kelso Cochrane by a group 
of racists in May 1959 in the ward that I 
represent on the Council. Many older 
Afro Caribbean residents remember 
that, as with the Stephen Lawrence 
murder, the police in Kensington and 
Chelsea of that time failed to properly 
investigate the murder resulting in the 
murderer, even though his name was 
common knowledge locally, escaping 
justice. 

“Today, carnival is a celebration of all 
things Afro Carribean, for example the 
historical events it was born from, and 
the 50 years of good community 
relations that North Kensington 
residents, the Afro Caribbean 
community and the council has 
painstakingly built. The carnival has 
deep roots in the North Kensington 
community and is forever internationally 
linked to the Royal Borough, and to 
London. 

“The last time there was a suggestion 
that the carnival should be cancelled or 
moved when Mrs Thatcher was premier 


in the 1980s, RBKC and the police 
suffered severe reputational damage 
that set back community relations for 
many years. I remember that 
Westminster Council were implacably 
opposed to a then suggestion that the 
carnival should move to Hyde Park, or 
that the Carnival procession should 
start or end in Hyde Park because 
many residents around Hyde Park and 
along the route told the news media 
that it would lower the prices of their 
properties, a most scandalous 
comment to make. 

“I believe, from information received 
back in the 1980s and from current 
information, that if any attempt was 
made then, or if it is made now to 
curtail, cancel or move carnival, then 
the Free or Community Carnival forces 
are likely to move in and we could have 
a completely unregulated 48 hours non¬ 
stop event. And preventing this from 
happening or trying to stop such an 
event in progress would, I suggest, 
create a nightmare scenario that could 
result in real danger for borough 
residents and local businesses.”

L AST week our board made a 
landmark decision. We 
unanimously and 

enthusiastically supported 

applications from 33 outstanding 
projects that will bring benefits to 
almost 3,600 people living locally. 

Westway Trust has a long and proud 
history of supporting the community 
through grant funding. These 33 
organisations are successful applicants 
in the current Community Grants 
programme, which will distribute more 
than £100,000 this year alone. 

I was delighted with the enthusiastic 
interest from the local community. We 
received an encouraging 51 responses 
from organisations and groups over the 
two months that applications were 
open. We re-launched the grants 
programme this summer to give local 
charities and voluntary organisations 
the chance to join us and help deliver 
our vision - to support and safeguard a 
stronger, more resilient local 


community underpinned by better 
health, economic advantage and a 
greener and cleaner environment. 

The programme has two grant types. 
Grants of up to £500 are being made 
available for one-off community 
celebrations and events, including 
performance arts workshops, garden 
and street parties, arts projects and 
other events. 

Grants worth up to £2,500 are being 
made available for projects that support 
and improve the health and well-being 
of the local community as well as 
projects that provide economic 
opportunities. Groups that celebrate 
local talent and diversity, including 


disability sports events, mental health 
projects, employment and volunteering 
programmes, and skills training were 
all encouraged to apply. 

The 33 successful projects, which 
will receive funding totalling almost 
£55,000, demonstrated they could 
reach large numbers of local people; 
are aiming to tackle the health and 
economic problems of local people in 
innovative and exciting ways; and 
showed they can make a positive 
difference to people’s lives. 

The range of issues the projects seek 
to address is staggering and shows the 
complex needs of people living in the 
area. The mix of celebration events we 


are helping to fund, to bring people 
together and share cultural, religious 
and community festivals and events is 
fantastic and highlights the real 
diversity of the Westway community. 

Having reviewed all of the 
successful applications, I am very 
confident that every single one of them 
will make a positive difference to 
Westway’s communities. 

Some examples of projects that have 
stood out for me include the Shabe 
Yalda project, which rejoices in an 
ancient Iranian Festival originally 
celebrated on the shortest day of the 
year. The event this year will combine 
Christmas and the Yalda to bring 
together two cultures under one 
community. This project exemplifies 
the type of place Westway is - 
extremely diverse and culturally rich. 
Celebrating cultural differences but 
bringing people together to share 
experiences. 

We are funding a youth theatre group 
to produce a performance that 
addresses issues of housing, social 
isolation and low self-esteem. There is 
a recycling programme for young 
people, using science to explain the 
benefits of recycling to individuals and 
the environment. There will be singing, 
dancing and performance classes for 


older people. A film will be produced 
that explores the plight of refugees 
from the point of view of children and 
their parents. These are just a handful 
of examples that sum up the passion 
and commitment of people living and 
working locally to help improve 
opportunities and the quality of life in 
the Westway area.

at the South London Press and The Mer¬ 
cury - is a resounding ’yes’. 

"This marvellous staff here has stood firm 
under the worst recession conditions known 
in living memory." 

The Countess of Wessex congratulated 
the South London Press on its anniversary 
and paid tribute to the role it plays in its 
local community.

Prince rejects bullying

PRINCE William set out 
a tough stance on play¬ 
ground bullies during a 
visit to west London last 
week. 

The Duke of Cambridge 
spoke of the need to stand up 
and confront aggressors, re¬ 
vealing that he would reach 
out to his family if he ever felt 
victimised. 

Young students at the Ham¬ 
mersmith Academy said they 
had been inspired by the 
Duke’s words, after he visited 
the school to take part in an 
anti-bullying workshop. 

The issue is thought to be 
close to the hearts of both 
William and his wife Kate, 
who chose the ‘Beatbullying’ 
charity as one of several wor¬ 
thy causes to receive donations 
when they married in 2011. 

“I would try to confront, to 
tackle the person,” the Duke 
said during the session. “I usu¬ 
ally find myself right in the 
middle of problems so that’s 
pretty much where I’d be.” 

The session was organised 
by the Diana Award’s 
#Back2School campaign - a 
scheme set up in honour of 
William’s late mother to put a 
stop to abusive behaviour in¬ 
side and outside the class¬ 
room. 

Thousands of anti-bullying 
ambassadors are being trained 
to take a stand against abuse in 
their communities, chan¬ 
nelling the Princess of Wales’ 
enduring spirit of care and be¬ 
lief that young people have the 
power to change the world. 

During the visit, the Duke 
met dozens of youngsters from 
several west London schools 
and listened intently to ac¬ 
counts of their own traumatic 
experiences. 

He then joined in with a se¬ 
ries of group exercises focus¬ 



and speak out about their con¬ 
cerns. 

An online survey conducted 
by the Diana Award over the 
summer found that more than 
half the students who took part 
were worried about the impact 
of bullying, either on them¬ 
selves or their peers. 

Many students also admitted 
to changing their behaviour or 
appearance because of the bul¬ 
lying they faced. 

Gary Kynaston, Headteacher 
at the Hammersmith Academy, 
said the Duke had helped to de¬ 
liver an important message 
about “active citizenship” in 
school. 

“One of the things we are 
very passionate about is giving 
our students skill sets for life - 
we encourage them to be pro¬ 
fessional and to be confident 
communicators,” he said. 

“It’s about engaging with 
each other, supporting each 
other - and it really got across to 
the students. 

“This was a great opportunity 
for them to meet someone so fa¬ 
mous, and I think they were all 
surprised by the Duke’s normal¬ 
ity.”

ing on cyber bullying and les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender (LGBT) issues. 

Asked to write down the 
names of five people he would 
turn to if he ever felt bullied, 
William listed his wife Cather¬ 
ine and brother Harry, fol¬ 
lowed by his father Prince 
Charles and grandparents The 
Queen and Prince Philip. The 
Duke added the name of his 
pet Spaniel, Lupo, in brackets. 

Later he took part in a game 
involving a student becoming 
tangled up in a ball of string to 
demonstrate how a web of on¬ 
line messages can quickly spi¬ 
ral into abuse. 

And he also helped the am¬ 


bassadors to list a series of 
bullying signs and symptoms, 
speaking of the importance of 
good communication skills as 
a means to resolve differences. 

Seeking to ensure that no 
child “suffers in silence”, the 
campaign is working closely 
with schools to make young¬ 
sters aware of available sup¬ 
port networks. 

The scheme has already 
signed up more than 16,000 
anti-bullying ambassadors in 
3,000 schools across the UK 
and Ireland. 

The ambassadors are taught 
to spot the signs of bullying 
and ways in which they can 
encourage victims to seek help

Detectives deadly serious about time for change 


Lewis: all the evidence makes 
compelling case for retirement

I S Lewis the lugubrious 
lawman finally packing 
it in as TV’s long-run¬ 
ning detective? 

As a new series, the ninth, is 
about to start, there are clues 
that this could be the last time 
that the Oxford inspector calls. 

For a TV drama that has been 
running since 2006, if the end is 
nigh it would be little surprise as 
few crime capers last so long. 
Indeed, a bigger surprise is that 
Lewis has lasted for this long, 
for its murder rate is so high it’s 
almost astonishing that there is 
anyone in Oxford who has not 
been killed yet. 

Although not quite as fanciful 
as Midsomer Murders , which 
would have us believe that mov¬ 
ing to that quaint Cotswolds vil¬ 
lage gives you a life expectancy 
worse than that in any Mexican 
drugs zone, Lewis has certainly 
created the impression to the 
world that Oxford is not a place 
where you want to be wander¬ 
ing the streets at night. 

In the 30 episodes of the story 
so far, the non-laughing police¬ 
man who became a hit spin-off 
from Colin Dexter’s Inspector 
Morse has solved 48 murders, 
of whom 21 of the victims have 
been students or professors; 
making the city of dreaming 
spires a precarious place to 
study. 

No wonder then that an 
American blogger recently 
posted online what appeared to 
be a sincere query of whether it 
was safe to go to Oxford at all. 

“People do get it wildly 
wrong,” says Crispian Strachan, 
a former chief constable of 
Northumbria Police who be¬ 
came a tutor at the Cambridge 
Institute of Criminology. 

“It’s not surprising really. 
There is so much murder on tel¬ 
evision that people fear it more 
than they should. There is a 
huge fear of stranger murders, 
which is completely wrong and 
unrepresentative of real life. 

“The other thing is that fic¬ 
tional detectives let the bodies 
rack up. Morse once allowed six 
murders to take place in the time 
he was investigating one - if that 
was real life he would have 
been replaced by someone who 
could actually do the job.” 

When last we saw Lewis, the 
inspector was as always dither¬ 
ing over the future of his 
lovelife with forensic patholo¬ 
gist Dr Laura Hobson. Now it 
seems that the show’s writers 
may have decided to draw the 
saga to a close by finally hitch¬ 
ing the frustrated doctor with 
her reluctant lover and sending 
them flying off to New Zealand 
together. 

ITV executives are refusing 
to give away anything about the 


ending, knowing that suspense 
is good for the ratings. But 
Lewis’s sidekick, Inspector 
Hathaway, may have let the cat 
out of the bag. 

On his Facebook page, Lau¬ 
rence Fox recently posted a 
teasing video of him and Kevin 
Whately performing a version 
of John Denver’s Leaving On A 
Jetplane, filed at a Lewis rap 
party, with Whately improvising 
the line “all my scripts are 
packed, I’m ready to go”. 

Lewis fans, honed by nine 
years of spotting clues, have 
gone into meltdown and many 
are the messages of wailing and 
“oh no, it’s the end” that fol¬ 


lowed Fox’s post. 

But for long-time Lewis- 
watchers a finale has been ex¬ 
pected as both of the stars have 
been getting itchy feet to try a 
new beat. 

Whately, who created Robbie 
Lewis as the apprentice to John 
Thaw in the original Inspector 
Morse way back in 1987, has 
been hinting for some while that 
this new series could be the last 
time he plays the part. 

Last year he admitted that he 
was close to having had enough. 

“I would probably do one 
more,” he said, “but everything 
has a life span and I think it’s 
gone on long enough. There 


were 33 Inspector Morse stories 
and we’ve already done 30 of 
Lewis. I suppose it’s a sentimen¬ 
tal thing but I wouldn’t want to 
do more Lewis than we did 
Morse because I do still think of 
it as an offshoot. There’s the age 
thing as well - I’m older than 
John Thaw was when he died, 
bless him. It’s a long time to 
play one character, but some¬ 
times it only feels like yesterday 
that we started. 

“And then I catch an old 
Morse on ITV3. I’ve never 
thought I looked particularly 
like my son. He’s taller than me 
and blond. But when I see 
Lewis walk into a room with 


John Thaw, it’s like my son has 
just come onto the screen. 
That’s very strange indeed.” 

Fox, the son of English film 
legend James Fox and nephew 
of the even-more-famous Ed¬ 
ward, also has other plans - 
hoping to make something good 
of his night job, as a singer- 
songwriter-guitarist. 

Although it is an old cliche 
that many actors want to be¬ 
come rock stars and vice versa, 
Fox is unusual in that his songs 
are actually very good and al¬ 
though the record business is a 
lot more precarious these days 
than acting, with a new album 
of memorable songs coming out 
and gigs at key venues like The 
Borderline under his belt he 
could become of the very few 
thesps who - like Hugh Lawrie 
- actually manage the transfer. 

“I’m releasing my own music 
and then I will be promoting it,” 
says Fox, who starts the ninth 
series of Lewis by clashing with 
the new boss, Chief Superinten- 
dant Joseph Moody, played by 
Steve Toussaint. 

“Hathaway is not very good 
with authority and he doesn’t 
like it when Moody involves 
himself in his cases,” says Fox. 

“He also doesn’t like the way 
that Moody speaks to Lewis, so 
Hathaway attempts to defend 
and protect him. 

“Moody represents a change 
and Hathaway doesn’t like 
change. His behaviour towards 
him remains the same through¬ 
out the new series, Hathaway 
feels that Moody has to prove 
himself to him; he gets off to a 
rocky start and it takes time for 
it to improve. 

“Whereas he and Lewis con¬ 
tinue to complement each other 
very well. They like each other, 
they are yin and yang and are as 
close to friends as you can get 
without actually being friends.” 

In the last series Lewis left 
the force and then came out of 
retirement to act as a consultant. 
Although still in that advisory 
role now, with cuts in the police 
budget now commonplace the 
old detective comes back to the 
screen feeling very unsure of 
himself. 

“Lewis is starting to feel a bit 
jumpy and not sure how long 
his role as a consultant is going 
to last,” says Whately. “The new 
chief is starting to question his 
role in the force and he’s feeling 
a bit surplus to requirements. It 
makes him tetchy as now he 
feels that he has to prove him¬ 
self a bit. Lewis has never been 
much of a go-getter but he’s 
very comfortable with policing. 
He has solved dozens of mur¬ 
ders and it’s what he’s good at. 
Policing is what he knows and 
what he likes, retirement didn’t 
suit him at all. If he’s not a cop¬ 
per, then what is he? 

“But besides worrying about 


his future, now he’s also con¬ 
cerned for Hathaway. Lewis is 
quite paternal with Hathaway 
and now he’s got this new man 
Moody questioning everything 
that Hathaway does, to the ex¬ 
tent that their relationship be¬ 
comes very strained and 
Hathaway won’t communicate 
with him at all. Lewis realises 
that Hathaway could get himself 
into trouble there so he mediates 
and tries to protect him. 

“On top of that, Lewis now 
also has issues over his future 
with Dr Hobson. Although their 
relationship is a happy one, she 
wants to travel to see her family 
in New Zealand and is contem¬ 
plating retirement, but Lewis is 
not at all sure what this will 
mean for him. The nearer the 
trip gets the more he is fretting 
about his job and whether there 
will be a role for him when he 
gets back.” 

If ITV chiefs have decided 
that there is no more role for 
Lewis, which in part has been 
superseded by the prequel En¬ 
deavour, in which Shaun Evans 
plays a young detective consta¬ 
ble Morse, it may also be down 
to viewing figures. When Lewis 
began in 2006 it was drawing an 
audience of more than 11 mil¬ 
lion. 

However, the audience for 
the last series fell to around half 
that. But Endeavour pulled in an 
audience of more than six mil¬ 
lion per episode. 

As Endeavour is also set in 
Oxford and a new series has 
been commissioned by ITV, that 
must be a relief to Oxford City 
Council, for whom Morse and 
the sons of Morse have been a 
great promotion for three 
decades. 

“We always get a great re¬ 
sponse filming in Oxford,” says 
Whately, “We were filming in 
the street a couple of weeks ago 
and a crowd of more than 500 
gathered to watch in under half 
an hour. 

“I think both Lewis and En¬ 
deavour benefit a lot from the 
legacy of Morse, in particular 
with what John Thaw did with 
the character. The concept of a 
two-hour detective film was so 
new when it began but it has set 
a trend that TV has taken on for 
30 years. Morse established 
such a huge fan base that we 
have inherited, so really we 
can’t fail. 

“And I think Oxford has been 
important in that. It’s a unique 
ingredient in the drama because 
it is so otherworldly in a lot of 
way. Oxford is iconic and it al¬ 
ways looks beautiful on the 
camera because of the colour of 
the stone, it has given us a di¬ 
mension to the Lewis stories that 
we couldn’t have got from film¬ 
ing elsewhere.”

Just have fun in the kitchen

“WHAT are you like in the kitchen?” asks Mas¬ 
ter Chef’s John Torode at the beginning of our 
cookery masterclass. 

“I’m OK,” I grunt, a mental carousel of burnt 
biscuits, teeth-extracting pork joints and soggy 
bottoms whirling to mind. 

“Did anyone tell you that you had to be bril¬ 
liant at cooking?” despairs the 50-year-old, with 
a world-weary sigh. 

“People forget that their friends love them. 
They come around to your house for dinner not 
because they want you to show off to them. 
They come round your house for dinner be¬ 
cause they love you.” 

My nearest and dearest might be more in¬ 
clined to come round for dinner if there was less 
chance of the usual tortured pasta dishes I foist 
upon them. And evidently, I’m not the only one 
to feel coy about my cooking skills (or lack of) 
because Torode’s new cookery tome My Kind 
Of Food, explores just that. 

A deeply ‘personal’ collection of recipes 
(complete with pictures and cards made by his 
four children proudly placed alongside the ac¬ 
knowledgements), the emphasis is on getting us 
back in the kitchen and having some fun there. 
And if that means using shop-bought condi¬ 
ments, so be it. 

“You don’t make your own vinegar,” he rea¬ 
sons. “You don't make your own honey.” 

Correct, John. So after starting off with ba¬ 
nana bread (“Everybody in Australia has banana 
bread”), we move swiftly on to Pesto and 
Tomato Tarts and Pesto and Pods, made with 
peas. 

“Look, here are the escape-peas,” says the 
MasterChef judge, pointing at a few rogue 
frozen peas. 

While the tarts are in the oven, the surfaces 
are wiped down (the Aussie chef is very much 
a mucker-inner) and the dad-style puns flow, 
Torode receives an unexpected delivery of 
flowers to celebrate the launch of his book. 

“I know who those are from... my lovely 
girl,” he smiles. A check of the card and a quick 
phone call confirms they are indeed from 
Torode’s “lovely” girlfriend Lisa Faulkner. 

The two met back in 2010 when actress and 
now cook Faulkner won Celebrity MasterChef. 
After a few years of friendship, they fell in love. 

Very much personally unified, the couple like 
to keep things separate professionally. 

“I think the prospect of Lisa and me doing a 
cookery show together is very slim,” says the 
keen cyclist. 

“We’d be very happy, but the fact is we’re 
very different cooks. We have our own lives and 
that’s what good about it.” 

Recently, Torode had to come to terms with 
his oldest son, a third-year ecology student, fly¬ 
ing the nest to Sydney where he is doing a 
placement. 

“He loves it, absolutely loves it... but I now 
know how my father felt 25 years ago,” he says. 


“But the good thing is, he’s been packed off 
with his Le Creuset pot my father bought him, 
which he uses to cook for himself, and a fold- 
away knife which he knows how to keep 
sharp... and he’s done.” 

That all his brood leave home knowing how 
to “iron a shirt, buy a bus ticket and cook a cou¬ 
ple of bits of food” is something Torode holds 
dear. 

“Good food should be accessible to every¬ 
body and that’s what I’ve done with the book,” 
he says. “I’m not after Michelin stars, I’m not 
after praise in that way, what I really like is 
when people taste my food and say, ‘That’s de¬ 
licious’ . And if that word comes out all the time, 
that’s fantastic. I’m really, really happy.” 

TOMATO AND PESTO TARTS 

{Makes four tarts) 

500g block puff pastry (all-butter, if possible); plain 
flour, for dusting; 1 egg, beaten; 2tbsp pesto 
(home-made or just use a jar); 8 plum tomatoes, 
sliced; salt and freshly ground black pepper 
To serve: 

1 OOg watercress, 10ml peppery olive oil 
Heat the oven to 220C/gas 7. Line a baking sheet 
with baking paper. On a lightly floured worktop, 


roll the puff pastry out until it is about 2cm thick. 
You will need to cut four circular discs from the 
pastry, so find a small plate or saucer that's about 
16cm in diameter to use as a template. Place the 
plate over the pastry and run a sharp knife around 
the edge to cut out the first disc. Repeat until you 
have four. Now you need to lightly score a margin 
about 1.5-2cm in from the edge of the pastry 
discs, so find a smaller plate or bowl that you can 
use as a template. Place the smaller plate in the 
centre of each pastry disc and lightly run a sharp 
knife around the edge, being careful not to cut all 
the way through. 

Lift the disks onto a baking sheet and brush 
with the beaten egg. With a fork, prick the inner 
circle but not the outer edge - this will stop the 
pastry from rising in the middle, but will allow the 
outer edge of the tart to rise up. 

Take a good amount of the pesto and spread it 
over the inner circle of each tart. Place the tops 
and bottoms of the tomatoes in the centre of the 
tarts, then start to lay the slices on top of the pesto 
so they overlap and create a swirl effect - it should 
look a bit like a Catherine wheel. Season with salt 
and pepper. 

Place the tarts in the oven and bake for 20-25 
minutes, until well risen and coloured. Mix the 
watercress with the olive oil and serve with the 
tarts. 


Enjoyable pizzas before a night at the theatre 


I WAS lucky to be invited to 
review the new Pizza Express in 
Paddington recently, writes 
Nicky Sweetland. 

The restaurant, which opened 
in August, is in the newly 
developed Merchant Square and 
boasts 154 seats plus a 
waterside dining area. 

I went for a pre-theatre meal, 
so it was early on a rainy 
Wednesday evening. All Pizza 
Express restaurants are 
individually designed and this 


one has a very trendy feel to its 
interior, with exposed concrete 
and retro hanging lighting. With 
full glass frontage looking out 
onto the Merchant Square water 
feature, the restaurant is light 
and airy and feels clean and 
contemporary. 

I was the only diner when I 
arrived and apart from some 
rather noisy staff members 
making cups of tea, I was 
warmly welcomed by all. 

I started with olives and 


followed with a nicoise pizza, 
with a thin and crispy Romana 
base. The nicoise pizza has a 
regular ragu tomato-based 
topping, with anchovies, tuna, 
rocket, capers, olives, 
mozzarella cheese and hard- 
boiled egg. The mixture of 
flavours is divine and the pizza 
was perfectly cooked. When my 
companion joined me he chose 
to eat a classic La Reine pizza 
but with a thin and crispy 
Romana base. The La Reine 


boasts prosciutto cotto ham, 
olives, mushrooms, mozzarella 
and tomato. Again the pizza was 
perfectly baked and with a beer 
and a glass of wine, we felt we 
had enjoyed a good dining 
experience. 

The cost was as follows: La 
Reine pizza with a Romana base 
£11.95, Nicoise pizza with a 
Romana base £12.95, olives 
marinate £2.85, Merlot £4.55, 
Peroni Nastro Azzurro £6.85. 
Total £39.15. 



MARK HIX'S 
RECIPE 
OF THE WEEK 


Grilled Lamb, 
merguez and 
chickpea salad 

Serves four 

I LOVE a merguez sausage - they have just that 
right amount of spice to them. 

It’s odd that you don’t see them often in 
supermarkets but, still, good Mediterranean and 
North African butchers always sell them. I normally 
buy up a kilo and freeze them on a tray, then pop 
them into individual bags so I can take out only 
those I need. 

You don’t need a big fancy barbecue for this, a 
decent disposable number will suffice, if necessary. 

4 lamb under fillets (sometimes called pencil fillets) 
4-6 merguez sausages 
A little oil for brushing 

A handful of coriander leaves, washed and dried 
A handful of flat parsley leaves, washed and dried 
A handful of mint leaves, washed 
120-150g cooked chickpeas, rinsed 

For the dressing 

1 small pickled lemon, finely chopped 

ltbsp white wine vinegar 

2tbsp olive oil 

2tbsp vegetable or corn oil 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

PRE-HEAT your barbecue, season the lamb fillets 
and lightly oil them, cook them on the barbecue with 
the merguez for three to four minutes, turning them 
as they cook and keeping the fillets nice and pink. 

Meanwhile, mix all of the ingredients together for 
the dressing and season to taste (this can be done in 
advance and the dressing saved in a jar). 

To serve, cut the fillets into three to four slices on 
the angle, and the merguez into two to three pieces. 
Toss all of the ingredients with the dressing and 
serve in a bowl.

Kinky Boots ***** 

A FTER a month of pre¬ 
views, the new musical 
Kinky Boots opened at 
the Adelphi Theatre on Sep¬ 
tember 14 - to rapturous adu¬ 
lation, writes Nicky Sweetland. 

Theatre critics are rarely in agree¬ 
ment, but on this occasion, I think 
most will acknowledge this is an ab¬ 
solute triumphant delight. 

Based on the 2005 British film of 
the same title, the story follows 
Charlie, the son of a shoe factory 
owner.

The World Goes Pop 
at the Tate Modern 

Until January 24, 2016 

Over 200 works by artists from Latin America to 
Asia celebrates the many faces of pop art. 

This show isn't about the pop art you know, it's 
about the pop art that escaped the history 
books. And it certainly packs a punch. It's fun, 
engaging, colourful, revelatory, opinionated, 
racy and stunning. Most importantly the show 
illuminates how pop wasn't confined to Andy 
Warhol's Factory in New York or Richard 
Hamilton's studio in London - it was a 
phenomenon that reached much further, 
practiced by artists in Peru, Israel, Argentina, 
Japan, Brazil and Eastern Europe. 

In an opening gallery painted scintillating red, 
the work quite literally pops off the walls. Here, 
traditional techniques are turned on their head, 
such as Japanese woodblock printing in Ushio 
Shinohara's'Doll Festival', (1966) which is 
reinvigorated with the use of industrial 
materials like Perspex. 

Moving on, you'll find the mimicry of media 
and the language of mass production, the 
repetition of advertising strategies and 
consumerist logos, the appropriation of icons 
from popular culture, the re-evaluation of the 
role of women and the subversion of political 
symbolism. It makes for a riveting, eye-opening 
group exhibition that re-educates us on a 
movement that really reached out to embrace 
us - and continues to do so. 

The Brazilian military dictatorship of the 1960s 
is confronted in Marcello Nitsche's giant 
flyswatter, ready and waiting to squish the 
tyrannical regime. Pop stars from western 
magazines are reimagined as the friends of 
Romanian artist Cornel Bruda§cu in his 
exquisite paintings. Basically everywhere you 
turn, the work is assessing the social, cultural 
and political terrain in which it was created. 
Women artists have been most notably 
omitted from the canon of pop art, so it's 
reassuring that the two female curators have 
made sure to rebalance the status quo. Naked 
women become domestic white goods in 
Martha Rosler's brilliantly critical 
photomontages.

Adored by some cabin crew 
and frequent flyers around the 
world, Pam Ann’s ability to 
both rile, offend and charm her 
audiences has helped her keep 
flying high. She is like Marmite 
- you either love or hate her. 
She’s developed a cult-like in¬ 
ternational following and 
counts Elton John, Cher and 
Madonna (who describes Pam 
Ann as “cruelly funny”) among 
her. 

Pam Ann is the comic cre¬ 
ation of writer and comedian 
Caroline Reid. Together they 
tend to sell out every stage they 
hit, from New York’s Public 
Theatre and San Francisco’s 
Castro to Sydney’s State The¬ 
atre, Melbourne’s Princess The¬ 
atre, Paris’s Alhambra Theatre, 
Berlin’s Admiralspalast and 
London’s Hammersmith Apollo 
to name a few.

Kidman plays Rosalind 
Franklin, a brilliant X-ray 
crystallographer who makes an 
image which shows two DNA 
strands spiralling around a centre. 
The photograph leads to the 
discovery of the famed double 
helix structure. Franklin's self¬ 
doubt and reticence to collaborate 
on her work lead to her rivals 
Crick and Watson stealing in and 
taking the glory. 

It's easy to see why Kidman is 
one of the most famous and 
acclaimed actresses in the world. 
Her absolute conviction in the 
complex role is quite unparalleled 
and her sensitive and yet weighty 
portrayal of Franklin's demise due 
to cancer is really very moving. 

There are elements of the plot 
which have been added, including 
a love interest between Franklin 
and American scientist Don 
Casper, played by Patrick 
Kennedy, which for me was a nice 


twist and helped to lighten the 
otherwise heavily science 
weighted script. 

Edward explains: "I think what 
Anna Ziegler's done brilliantly in 
90 minutes is to not only create 
the world, or various worlds at 
points of history within the 
narrative, she's also created a 
beautifully human story. 

“With a bit of artistic licence 
she's been able to create these 
really well-rounded characters 
who all have an interaction in 
some way and at some point 
within the story. 

“She's created something which 
could be a very episodic kind of 
documentary story into 

something that is deeply human 
and can connect with anyone who 
comes to see it." 

There is a lot of scientific 
jargon interwoven into the 
dialogue which, as I find the 
subject fascinating was not a 
problem, but for some may 
become a little baffling. I asked 
Edward if he had any trouble with 
the more perplexing terminology. 

"We had professor Brian Sutton 
from Kings College come to talk 
to us,” he said. “He explained it in 
a more simplified fashion, more 
layman's terms and we sort of 
cottoned on to it."

Fulham earned bragging rights 


F ULHAM boss Kit Symons 
agreed. Friday night's 4-0 
thrashing of Queens Park 
Rangers in the west London 
derby was the best result and 
performance of his tenure. 

"It's the most pleasing one, what 
with it being a local derby as well," 
smiled Symons. 

Whites didn't just beat QPR, they 
annihilated them, out-playing the 
R's in every department to win 
with embarrassing ease.
